518 for the U.S. Sixth and Eighth 
Armies fighting in the archipel- 
ago. The American casualties con- 
sisted of 7,49! killed, 26,606 wound- 
ed and 421 missing, while a great 
majority of the Japanese casual- 
ties represented known dead
